Chicago. March 26. — A federal 
court jury Monday night convicted 
John Paul Chase of the slaying of 
Inspector Sam uel P. Cowley, of the 
departm ent of justice, and fixed his 
punishm ent at life imprisonment. 
The verdict of guilty carried a rec­ 
omm endation of mercy which made 
life im prisonm ent mandatory. 
The 
government 
had 
demanded 
the 
death penalty to punish the com ­ 
panion of the late George (Baby 
Face) Nelson, Dillinger mobsman, in 
the slaying of two federal officers, 
Crowley and Herman Hollis. 
In 
m itigation he pleaded self-defense. 
"Cowley 
and 
Hollis died 
in 
a 
war!" 
Brien 
McMahon, 
special 
prosecutor 
for 
the 
government, 
shouted as he handed the case to 
the jurors. 
"They tried to protect you against 
men like this. 
I look you right in 
the face and in full sincerity tell 
you to hang him. 
"Hang him for killing poor Sam 
Cowley and poor Ed Hollis. 
"Let the word go out if you kill 


a special agent you must pay for 
it." 
Judge Philip L. Sullivan told the 
jury the government need not prove 
Chase knew the man he slew was a 
.special agent of the United States, 
He added that government officers 
had a right to arrest him without a 
warrant if they had reason to be­ 
lieve he was violating law 
On the other hand, the court in ­ 
formed the jurors that Chase had 
the right to "repel force by force.” 
and. believing he was in personal 
danger to defend himself. 
The jury was given four possible 
verdicts: 
G uilty Cf murder, 
with 
death the penalty (Chase was the 
first tried under the new' law- au­ 
thorizing capital punishment for the 
murder of federal men on duty); 
guilty, 
with 
recommendation 
of 
merry; guilty of manslaughter, with 
a three-year prison term and fine, 
or acquittal. 
Chase had been his owoi lone wit­ 
ness. 
Admittedly 
he 
was Nelson's 
companion, adm ittedly he fired at 
the officers- but in self-defense, he 


had pleaded, believing the govern­ 
ment men were underworld enemies. 
The final arguments revolved about 


this contentious point. 
D istrict Attorney Green recalled 
testim ony that two other 
agents, 
W illiam C. Ryan and Thomas M. 
McDade. 
had 
encountered 
the 
armed desperadoes and, unarmed 
them selves, fled 
proof. Green said, 
that Nelson and Chase were the 
aggressors. 
W illiam B. Henry, for the defense, 
asserted the government men were
